Frimley  and  Camberley  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the 
Minister  of  Health,  I have  pleasure  in  submitting 
my  Annual  Report  for  1955* 

The  health  of  the  District  was  good.  The 
number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified 
was  remarkably  low,  except  for  Measles  which 

there  were  no  deaths. 

The  deaths  of  Infants  under  four  weeks  and 
one  year  of  age  have  shown  a decrease  in 
comparison  with  the  previous  year.  The  death 
rate  (after  correction  for  comparability  factors) 
was  8.56  as  compared  with  the  figure  for  England 
and  Wales  of  11.7  per  1,000  population. 

The  birth  rate  remains  above  the  average  for 
England  and  Wales  being  I8.O9  as  compared  with 

15.0.

There  has  been  no  major  changes  in  the  hospital 
services  provided  by  the  Farnham  Group  hospital  Management 
Committee  during  the  year  and  the  details  contained  in 
previous  reports  have  been  omitted. 

The  District  continues  to  be  represented  on  the  Group 
Management  Committee  by  Mrs.  Redding  C .C . and  Mr,  A.C.  Beer. 


Frimley  and  Camberley  Hospital. 

In  view  of  the  possible  population  increase  of  some 
10,000  in  the  next  five  years,  and  if  this  development 
continues  a new  hospital  will  have  to  be  provided  for  the 
area.  The  following  provisional  plan  has  therefore  been 
made  i - 

(1)  The  acquisition  of  residential  accommodation  for  staff 

in  order  to  free  space  in  the  hospital  for  adaptation 
as  ward  accommodation.  This  is  an  immediate  short- 
term policy  to  which  the  Ministry  of  Health  have 
agreed  and  waits  only  for  a suitable  property  to 
bee  ome  avail a,b  1 e . 

(2)  The  temporary  improvement  of  the  X-ray  facilities  and 

the  provision  of  an  isolation  ward  for  the  Maternity 
• Department,  Detailed  plans  for  this  work  have  been 
prepared  and  are  being  submitted  to  the  Regional 


Board  for  approval 


(3)  A nevr  Out-patients'  Department  has  been  approved  in 

principle  and  is  expected  to  figure  in  the  Board's 
capital  programme  in  1957/59* 

(4)  Land  has  been  zoned  for  future  hospital  development, 

and  plans  for  this  will  proceed  in  the  light  of  the 
population  trend  over  the  next  few  ye  ars  , 


The  service  in  the  existing  building  has  continued  to 
develop 5 an  out-patient  clinic  in  pathology  has  been  introduced 
and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  visits  from  a plastic  surgeon 
the  Nursing  Establishment  has  been  improved. 

A new  short-wave  diathermy  apparatus  was  purchased  during 
the  year  at  a cost  of  £190.

The  Ministry  of  Health  Public  Laboratory  Service 
continued  to  carry  out  pathological  and  bacteriological 
examinations;  concurrently  arrangements  were  made  with  the 
Public  Analyst  for  all  chemical  work.

Mr.  Chairman^  Ladies  and  Gentlemenj 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  report 
relating  to  the  v/ork  of  the  Department  carried  out  during  the 
year . 

As  a result  of  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Housing 
Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  195^ j the  department  carried  out  a 
survey  of  houses  in  the  district  to  prepare  a report  for 
submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on 
sub-standard  property.  Prior  to  this  the  Council  had  in  some 
measure  anticipated  the  Minister's  requirements  by  preparing 
a scheme  dealing  with  some  forty  sub-standard  dv/ellings . 

The  final  proposals  to  comply  with  section  1 of  the  Housing 
Repairs  and  Rents  Act  were  submitted  to  the  Minister  in 
August,  1955* 

Consideration  was  given  to  the  availability  of  suitable 
slaughtering  facilities  to  serve  this  district  and  after 
consultation  with  all  butchers  it  was  decided  that  adequate 
facilities  were  available  at  Guildford  and  Reading,  In  view 
of  this  the  Council  resolved  that  no  further  licences  to  use 
premises  as  slaughterhouses  be  granted  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act, 

The  bacteriological  examination  of  foodstuff  on  sale 
to  the  public  continues  as  a routine  measure  to  assist  in  the 
control  of  food  poisoning.  Whilst  the  duties  in  connection 
with  the  examination  of  all  articles  of  meat  and  other  foods 
as  to  fitness  for  human  consumption  has  been  the  responsibility 
of  the  department,  the  adinini  strati  on  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts 
has  been  administered  by  the  Surrey  County  Council.  As  from 
the  1st  October,  1955  this  administrative  responsibility  becomes 
the  prerogative  of  the  District  Council,  and  all  matters 
pertaining  to  Food  and  Drugs  are  now  brought  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  department. 

The  department  is  to  commence  tests  to  ascertain  the 
presence  of  atmospheric  pollution  and  is  co-operating  with  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research.  The  subject 
is  one  of  utmost  importance  to  the  general  public  especially 
when  one  bears  in  mind  that  each  person  consumes  daily  more 
than  five  times  as  much  air  as  the  total  weight  of  solid  food 
and  water.  These  facts  alone  justify  every  precaution  to 
prevent  any  deterioration  by  way  of  atmospheric  pollution. 
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SANITimy  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  TBK  AREA, 


VJATER  - Sources  of  Supply . 

Water  is  supplied  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District 
by  the  Mid-VJessex  V/ater  Company. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Company's  deep  wells 
in  the  chalk  at  Greywell,  near  Odihaoj  Itchel,  near  Crondallj 
Beenham's  Heath,  near  Wokingham,  and  from  the  Bagshot  Sands 
at  Frimley, 

The  Frimley  v/ater  has  a total  hardness  of  5*5  grains 
per  gallon,  and  is  subject  to  treatment  y aeration,  sand 
filtration  and  chlorination  before  being  pumped  into  supply. 

The  Company  are  required  by  statute  to  reduce  the  hardness  of 
water  supplied  to  a limit  of  12  grains  per  gallon,  and  in 
view  of  this  condition  the  supplies  from  Greywell  and  Beenham's 
Heath,  each  of  which  have  a total  hardness  of  19 e5  to  21  grains 
per  gallon-,  are  subjected  to  softening  treatment  by  the  lime 
process.  Softening  at  Itchel  was  temporarily  suspended  in 
June  1953  by  Order  of  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  consequent  upon  his  refusal  to  authorise  the 
reconstruction  of  the  old  and  inadequate  existing  softening 
plant • 

Purity  of  Supply. 

All  sources  are  practically^  sterile  in  the  raw  state 
before  treatment,  but  a precautionary  dose  of  chlorine  is 
introduced  inti  the  normal  process  of  treatment  in  conformity 
V7ith  modern  waterworks  practice.  Samples  of  v/ater  from  all 
sources  are  frequently  and  regularly  examined. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  RAW  MATERIAL  RECOVERY. 

This  service  continued  on  similar  lines  and  the 
problems  associated  with  maintenance  of  an  efficient  refuse 
collection  service  unfortunately  followed  the  pattern  of  post- 
war years. 


Non-availability  of  suitable  labour  for  this  typ^  ' 
of  v^7ork  is  a problem  not,  of  course,  confined  to  Frimley  and 
Canberley  area  but  the  rapid  development  of  this  District  has 
accentuated  the  local  problem. 
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No  new  vehicles  v/ere  bought  during  the'  year  but  the  need 
for  an  additional  freighter  became  evident  as  an  urgent 
requirement  in  the  near  future. 

Installation  of  underground  storage  accommodation  for 
petroleum  spirit  at  Vale  Road  Depot  resulted  in  considerable 
economy  in  man  hours  and  unproductive  mileage.  Despite  the 
readiness  of  the  Council  to  approve  additions  and  improvements  to 
the  garage  and  depot  facilities  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  on  a 
short  term  basis j permanent  Depot  accommodation  for  the  use  of  all 
Departments  remains  a pressing  need  in  the  interests  of  efficiency 
and  economy, 

Erec  cions  of  aaai'cionai  temporary  accomraoda'-.ion  at 
Crabtree  Road  Depot  warewell  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year 
preparatory  to  installation  of  new  baling  plant  early  in  1956. 

I Tonnage  of  recovered  material  continued  at  a very 

satisfactory  level  and  an  income  of  over  £5? 500  obtained  against 
an  estimate  of  £55000,  Tonnage  of  watte  paper  recovered  was  again 
at  a record  level  for  the  District. 

Refuse  disposal  by  'controlled  tipping'  continued 
although  acute  shortage  of  material  made  it  impracticable  to 
cover  all  refuse  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health 
recommendations;  this  shortage  could  to  a large  extent  bo' 
ameliorated  by  the  introduction  of  earth  moving  equipment. 

Problems  again  arose  in  connection  with  pest  control 
despite  the  active  co-operation  of  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research  (Pest  Control  Board)  and  the  use  of  the 
most  modern  insecticides.  Research  by  Officers  of  the  Board 
showed  that  flies  with  an  extremely  high  resistance  to  the 
chlorinated  hydrocarbon  group  of  insecticides  were  present. 
Considerable  control  was  effected  using  mar.athion,  an 
insec ticid--  tne  or gano- phosphor ous  group  but  the  situation 

could  not  be  regarded  as  satisfactory;  certain  methods  of 
treatment  advocated  by  American  authorities  vrere  tried  but 
practical  experience  did  not  bear  out  some  of  the  claims  made. 

No  chemical  treatment  of  refuse  has  yet  shown  to  be  an 
e'ffective  substitute  for  the  system  of  adequate  covering  with 
suitable  material.

As  previously  stated, nee tings  were  held  with  all 
the  butchers  supplying  neat  in  the  district,  together  with 
Representatives  of  the  Reading  and  District  Master 
Butchers’  Association  to  discuss  the  need  for  further 
Slaughterhouse  facilities. 


The  Council  gave  consideration  to  all  the 
circunstances  arising  therefron  and  resolved  to  discontinue 
the  licensing  of  prenises  as  slaughterhouses  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  and  that  having 
regard  to  the  arrangenents  being  nade  by  the  Guildford 
Borough  Corporation  for  the  acquisition  of-  an  up-to-date 
Abattoir  to  be  taken  over  fron  the  Ministry  of  Food  and 
the  Abattoir  facilities  existing  at  Reading,  it  was  decided 
that  the  slaughterhouse  facilities  in  these  two  towns  would 
also  provide  the  needs  for  this  district. 


VERMIN.  INFESTATION  CONTROL. 

Rodent  destruction. 

A total  of  198  premises  were  treated  for  rat  and 
nice  infestation  during  the  year. 

The  use  of  the  anticoagulant  ’Viarfarin’  was  continued 
throughout  the  year  and  proved  so  satisfactory  that  it  v/as  not 
necessary  to  resort  to  the  use  of  orthodox  chemical  poisons 
thereby  eliminating  many  of  the  hazards  associated  with 
their  use. 


Sewer  Test  Baiting. 

100  sewer  manholes  were  tested  in  groups  throughout 
the  Urban  District  and  only  one  point  of  infestation  was 
found, This  sewer  was  treated  and  the  infestation  remedied.

The  conveniences,  on  the  London  Road  Recreation  Ground  are 
increasingly  used  by  through  traffic  to  such  an  extent 
that  the  acco'imodation  is  now  inadequate. 

A sche.'ie  for  improved  facilities  at  Frinley  is 
under  consideration.

Forty  licences  were  issued  during  the  year, 
sanctioning  the  storage  of  petroleun  spirit  or  petroleum 
mixtures  in  the  form  of  cellulose,  A nev7  installation  at 
Vale  Road  Depot  was  cOiipleted  during  the  year. 

Storage  for  bulk  supplies  of  petroleun  spirit  is 
provided  in  underground  steel  tanks  varying  in  capacity 
from  250  to  2,000  gallons.  Cellulose  paint  spraying 
mixtures  are  stored  in  metal  containers  of  one  to  five 
gallon  capacity  - bulk  supplies  of  these  commodities  o-.re 
kept  in  brick,  metal  or  other  approved  fireproof 
structures .
